If-you are situated as above described, failure to 
make this return by midnight, April 30th, -to- 
gether with cheque or cash for at least 25% of 
amount of tax, will render you liable to a penalty 
equal to 5% of the total tax payable. (Limit ot 
penalty $500.) 


NOW, 
from your postmaster, or from the Inspector of 

_ Income Tax in your district, the necessary forms 
and make your returns at once. These forms are 
as follows:
